Festival will give it a fitting 
welcome. We’re determined to 
ensure residents have as many 
opportunities as possible to be 
part of the Games and, alongside 
the thousands of tickets we’ve 
been able to secure for local 
people, this festival is the first in a 
series of events that will make 
sure Games time is special for 
everyone in Hackney who wants 
to take part.”

The big screen will be 
open seven days a week, 
from 1 1.30am till the day’s 
competition ends, for the 
duration of the Games from 
27 July to 12 August. 

Residents will be able 
to watch live sport in the 
company of friends, family 
and neighbours, and take 
part in a range of activities, 


from athletics, cricket and 
football, to aerobics, dance and 
wheelchair sports. 

Meanwhile, to celebrate 
the arrival of the Olympic 
torch in the borough on 
Saturday, 21 July, the One 
Hackney Festival - an all 
day series of events across 
the whole borough - will 
enable every resident to join in 
the celebrations. 

A major highlight of the 
torch’s first day in London will 
be the spectacular One Hackney 
Festival parade, which starts at 
Shoreditch Park at 10.30am and

Olympic Park draw for carers 


Operation Condor success 


A CRACKDOWN on unlicensed activity across Hackney has 
led to the arrest of 11 people. 

The joint operation by the Council and Hackney Police saw 
trading standards officers, community safety wardens, and 
licensing officers join forces with the police for Operation 
Condor on June 29 and 30. 

They targeted 370 supermarkets, off licenses, pubs and 
nightclubs as part of the initiative. Officers recorded 1 22 
suspected licensing breaches, and volunteer police cadets 
carried out test purchases to see if retailers sold cigarettes 
and alcohol to underage young people. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, Cabinet Member for Crime, Sustainability 
and Customer Services, said: “Licensing laws are there for 
a reason. This operation sends out a clear message that 
we always aim to enforce breaches. Operation Condor is 
an example of how the Council and police work together to 
make Hackney safer.”

M ore than 500 
young people 
represented 
Hackney against 
the capital’s 32 other 
boroughs in the London 
Youth Games 2012. 

The event has been 
London’s biggest youth 
sports competition 
since 1977, when it was 
launched to mark the 
Queen’s Silver Jubilee. 
Since then, borough 
teams have battled it out 
on an annual basis for the 
Jubilee Trophy - and the 
competition has grown into 
Europe’s largest annual 
youth sports event. 

This year, Hackney 
entered 40 teams in 27 
sports. The first round of 



heats began last November 
and culminated in a finals 
weekend at Crystal Palace 
National Sports Centre, on 
28 June to 1 July. 

Hackney made big 
improvements on last year, 
climbing seven places in 
the medals table to come 
ninth overall, out of 33. 
This was a significant 
improvement on the 
borough’s previous highest 
ever position of 16th. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “A huge well 
done to all of those that 
participated and helped 
Hackney achieve its 
highest finish ever 
- it really is a great 


achievement. With the 


Olympics and Paralympics 
here in London, I hope more 
young people will 
be inspired to take up 
sport and maybe even 
compete in next year’s 
London Youth Games 


for Hackney.” 

Thirty five Hackney 
teams finished in the 


top 20, with 21 finishing in 
the top 10. There were team 
medals for weightlifting, 
girls’ basketball, girls’ 
disability football, girls’ and 
boys’ disability athletics, 
boys’ handball, girls’ table 
tennis, sailing, rowing and 
adapted rowing. 

There were also 40 


individual medals for young 
people in disability athletics,

“I’m incredibly 
happy. I hoped we might 
get one or two individual 
medals. But for the team 
to finish third overall and 
everyone winning silver 
medals in the individual 
classes, it’s unprecedented.”

Hackney also finished 
third in the rowing. 

Team manager, Dick 
Millard, said: “It is a 
fantastic achievement 
for the team. The most 
pleasing bit was that 
we had no idea we had 
actually made it into 
the top three boroughs 
overall, we only found 
out when our name got 
called out at the end.”

The young ones 

Author Nick Hornby launches an independent state 
run by kids: The Children’s Republic of Shoreditch 


H AVE you ever 
wondered what 
would happen if 
children ran the 
country? Well, Hackney- 
based charity the Ministry 
of Stories teamed up with 
youngsters to set up their 
own state and find out. 

Over the past year, 
around 200 young people, 
aged between eight and 
13, have worked with 
the local community, the 
Ministry of Stories team 
and best-selling author, 
Nick Hornby, to bring to 
life the Children’s Republic 
of Shoreditch. 

— ^ The project, which 
aims to empower young 
people through free writing 
workshops and mentoring 
programmes, opened its 
headquarters in Hoxton 


Street - a building entirely 
conceived, designed and 
run by children - to the 
public on 3 July. 

Lucy Macnab, 
co-founder of Ministry of 
Stories, said: “We wanted 
to see what it would really 
be like if children were in 
charge. It’s been a whole 
load of fun. I hope this 
feels like a place that’s been 
invented by children so 
visitors can experience how 
they think.” 

Author and co-founder 
of Ministry of Stories, Nick 
Hornby, added: “These are 
all the children’s ideas, there 
is so much to recommend 
it. If you look at this area 
- one of the most deprived 
in London - it is also one 
of the richest artistically. 
There are a lot of writers, 




d d I loved this because you get to 
vi do things that grown-ups can 
do. It shows there’s nothing || 
\^in the world that kids can’t do W 


designers and illustrators 
who live here - if you 
put these people together 
with the kids, there are 
enormous benefits on 
both sides.” 

Visitors to the embassy 
are able to apply for 
citizenship, receive a 
passport after passing 
through strict immigration 
control, learn about the 
laws and customs of the 
state, experience a postal 
service in which letters 
can be delivered by helium 
balloon, request responses 


from the Children’s Advice 
Bureau and undertake 
secret missions designed 
by its spy network SANT 
(Secret Agents Never Tell.) 

I arrive at the colourful 
HQ feeling a little nervous. 
Inside are 23 pupils from St 
Monica’s Catholic School, 
Nl, whose hands I am now 
in - for they will decide 
whether or not I would 
make a worthy citizen of 
their carefully planned 
state-within-a-state. 

On entering the building I 
am read out the manifesto:

‘We believe in fairness, 
trust, love, education, 
saving money, clouds, 
no more violence and no 
more bullying.’ I couldn’t 
agree more - especially the 
bit about clouds, which 
conjure up images of 
comfort and security. 

Next, I pass through 
border control. Luckily, the 


scanner doesn’t flash red so 
I am able to proceed to the 
passport service without 
a hitch. The young man 
in charge of immigration, 
Mudiaga, 10, is incredibly 
polite and stamps my new 
Children’s Republic of 
Shoreditch passport with 
a grin. US border control: 
please take note. 


I then stop for a quick 
chat with the team at the 
Children’s Advice Bureau. 
Bede, 10, says: “I’ve made 
new friends - it was fun. I 
think the thinking pot was 
difficult because we needed 
to think of something 
imaginative that children 
would enjoy.” 

Anthony, 10, adds: “I 


loved this because you 
get to do things that 
grown-ups can do - 
like design things. 

It shows there’s 
nothing in the 
world that kids 
can’t do.” 

After filling in 
the census - with 
questions which 


range from 
‘can you do 
star jumps?’ 
to ‘why do 
we need 
education?’ 
- 1 move on 
to the postal 
service, where 
I read a letter 
which says: 


‘Dear Mum, thank you for 
all you’ve done.’ I love 
this place.

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T HE One Hackney 
Festival ‘creation 
space’ has opened 
in De Beauvoir. 

Schoolchildren, 
community groups and 
artists are gathering there 
to rehearse for the One 
Hackney Festival parade 
on 21 July. It will be 
the largest event of its 
kind ever held in the 
borough and will 
welcome the Olympic 
torch to Hackney. 

First through the doors 
were pupils from Randal 
Cremer primary, E2, who 


attended workshops 
about the Caribbean 
carnival tradition of 
‘pitchy patchy’ - a 
form of costume 
making which uses 
recycled materials to 
stunning effect. 

Youngsters in pitchy 
patchy outfits will form 
part of the 2,000-strong 
parade that features 
six ‘soundscapes’ telling 
the story of Hackney 
in dance, music 
and costume. 

The children were also 
put through their paces by 


performers from the dance 
theatre company Cl 2, 
who demonstrated the 
‘ackney - a three-minute 
dance developed especially 
to welcome the torch. 

All schoolchildren in 
the borough in Years 5-7 
are being invited to take 
part in the One Hackney 


Festival parade, which 
travels from Shoreditch 
Park in the morning, up 
the A10 through Dalston, 
before arriving at Clissold 
Park in time to entertain 
the crowds.

CREATE SUMMER PROGRAMME 


Arts festival 
underway 


THE CREATE festival is back for 
its fourth year with a summer 
programme that promises a 
feast of newly commissioned 
arts projects in the month 
leading up the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

Highlights include CREATE 
bringing a little bit of Rio 
Carnival to Hackney to mark 
the passing of the Olympics 
from London to Rio de Janeiro 
in 201 6. 

In a carnival exchange, 
performers from both cities 
have collaborated to construct 
a Rio-style float - the biggest 
the UK has ever seen -to 
take part in the One Hackney 
Festival parade on 21 July. 

For this year’s CREATE Art 
Award, artist Ruth Ewan will 
be working with students from 
across the host boroughs, 
including Stoke Newington 
School, on her project 
The Liberties of the 
Savoy’. In July, 
the students 
will travel to 
the London 
hotel’s 
Lancaster 
Ballroom 
to create a 


unique event inspired by the 
Peasants’ Revolt of 1381. 
Meanwhile, CREATE Souvenirs 
will see design guru Thorsten 
van Elten commission a 
series of alternative souvenirs 
for 201 2 from East London 
designers, taking on the mass 
produced items that will fill 
London’s shops this summer. 
Other projects taking place 
in neighbouring boroughs 
include Fazer and Ms Dynamite 
sharing the stage with the BBC 
Symphony Orchestra in Urban 
Classic at Waltham Forest Town 
Hall; photographer David Bailey 
returning to his roots with an 
exhibition at the Royal Docks in 
Newham; and the return of cult 
theatre hit ‘You Me Bum 
Bum Train’.

H E bounces across 
the BBC Radio 1 
Hackney Weekend 
stage with the 
confidence of a veteran 
performer, drawing 
in the crowds with a 
combination of soulful 
dubstep, eerie folk, hip 
hop, rhythm and blues and 
East London stage banter. 

Which is all the more 
surprising when chatting to 
Hackney-born Maverick 
Sabre, real name Michael 
Stafford. He’s softly 
spoken, modest, almost 
bashful, with flecks of 
Irish twang from a County 
Wexford upbringing. Now 
based in London again, he 
says: “I’m glad I can say 
I’ve got two homes - 
Hackney and Ireland - I’d 
say I’m a London Irishman, 
you know?” 

He calls his performance 
at Hackney Weekend on 
24 June a ‘homecoming 
gig’, adding: “Anything that 


pushes prospects for young 
people in Hackney - there 
are a lot of young Hackney 
artists on the bill - definitely 
gives a good, positive 
outlook to young, budding 
musicians in the borough.” 

The 22-year-old claims 
to be joining the dots 
between folk and hip hop, 
citing as influences everyone 
from Tupac Shakur to Bob 
Dylan. He even wants to 
get a tin whistle on his 
next tune. 

“I think a lot of people 
don’t know much about 
the traditional Irish music 
scene,” he says. 

Adding: “It’s very story- 
lead. The music is very 
powerful because it’s about 
struggle. So it’s very similar, 
when you break it down, 
to a lot of hip hop songs 
and soul songs in the Civil 
Rights era - and a lot of 
reggae. You can connect that 
human emotion. I think if 
you listen to it enough you 


can hear the similarities.” 

His genre-hopping 
breakthrough album ‘Lonely 
Are The Brave’ peaked at 
number two in the national 
charts and hit single ‘Let Me 
Go’ still remains popular 
on the airwaves. With 
collaborations with the new 
generation of UK stars like 
Chase and Status, and his 
old housemate Plan B, he is 
quickly becoming a musical 
force to be reckoned with. 

Michael learnt the guitar 
at eight and began to MC at 


14, playing club nights and 
opening concerts. He says: 
“Obviously the music scene 
in Ireland is a lot smaller, 
and I was involved in the 
Irish hip hop scene - which 
is a lot smaller again - but 
it’s definitely quality 
over quantity.” 

Michael first met Plan B 
when he supported him in 
Dublin aged 16, and they 
kept in touch. He reveals 
that, along with his father, 
Plan B was a main driving 
force for his career. He says: 


“Ben [Plan B] gave me a 
kick up the a* * * - he really 
believed in me, he pushed 
me to do better, which 
inspired me and gave 
me the work ethic I keep 
now. He’s a very warm- 
hearted person.” 

More support slots, 
including with Snoop Dogg, 
Cee Lo Green, signing to 
Mercury Records and a 
memorable performance on 
‘Later with Jools Holland’ 
has helped his rapid rise in 
only a couple of years. 

Similarly, Michael 
seems to understand the 
importance of supporting 
other artists and was 
involved in the Radio 1 
Academy that took place 


in the build-up to Hackney 
Weekend giving young 
residents the opportunity to 
get advice from stars across 
the arts and media. 

He said: “You get a lot 
of audiences who are a bit 
reserved or shy, and don’t 
want to ask questions, but 
the young people were 
really responsive and really 
wanted to know about me 
and any advice I had.” 

A current tour is helping 
to spread the word about 
what must be one of the few 
Irish, hip hop, folk, soul, 
dubstep stars, he says: “The 
crowds are definitely getting 
bigger. It’s a nice vibe to have 
more people coming to see 
you and knowing the lyrics.”

Q: I saw a picture of plastic bottles with their lids on 
in Hackney Today (issue 282) does this mean I can 
recycle these too? 

A: Yes you can. The lids are recyclable, but it helps if you 
remove the lid, rinse out the bottle, squash it, and then 
put both items in the recycling separately. You can also 
recycle metal bottle and jam jar lids in the same way. 
Recycled plastic has many uses and 1 00 per cent of 
plastic bottles are recyclable. 

Plastic bottles can even be recycled into clothing, it takes 
just 25 two litre plastic 
bottles to make 
an adult sized 
fleece jacket 
- not bad 
considering 
the UK gets 
through 
15million 
plastic 
bottles 
each day.

Free mobile phone service to learn about pollution levels 


A FREE air pollution 
forecasting and alert 
service, airTEXT, has been 
re-launched in Hackney. 

airTEXT now has a 
new smart phone app, 
offering a different way 
for residents to learn 
about predicted air 
pollution, UV and pollen 
levels, as well as day and 
night time temperatures. 

Air pollution affects 


many people, especially 
those who spend a lot of 
time outdoors; anyone 
who suffers from asthma, 
bronchitis, heart problems 
or similar diseases; and 
the very young or elderly. 

The service is designed 
to help ensure residents 
have the necessary 
medication at hand 
during times of high 
air pollution levels, and 


prepare ahead to 
reduce exposure. 

The service sends a 
warning message via 
text, voicemail or e-mail 
if air pollution levels in 
Hackney are expected 
to reach moderate, high 
or very high levels. Users 
with smart phones can 
check pollution levels at 
any point during the day. 
Along with the alerts the 


airTEXT website includes 
street-by-street pollution 
maps and also lets users 
know what to do to try to 
avoid being affected. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“This service provides 
helpful data for residents 
who might need to take 
additional precautions 
during days when 


pollution levels may 
temporarily increase in 
parts of the borough.”

Record recycling at Hackney festival 


News in brief 


V ISITORS to the 

Hackney Weekend 
helped to make it 
the greenest Radio 
1 event ever by recycling 
64 per cent of the waste 
created on site. 

In order to keep Hackney 


Marshes clean and tidy - 
and to reduce the event’s 
environmental impact 
- almost 1,000 bins were 
placed around the festival. 

Recycling was not 
just the responsibility of 
the audience as traders 


were also encouraged to 
participate - and special 
bins were even placed in the 
stars dressing rooms. 

More than 34 tonnes of 
recyclable materials were 
taken to a nearby facility to 
be separated for recycling. 

Costs for cleaning up 
were reduced by more than 
£3,000 because the Council 
did not send recyclable 
waste to landfill. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 

Neighbourhoods, 
said: “It’s great 
that so many 
people took 
part and 
helped 
to keep 
Hackney 
clean 
and green 


during the festival. 

“We set out with a target 
of recycling 40 per cent 
of the waste on site and 
we managed to smash 
that goal.” 

Revellers recycled a wide 
range of materials, from 
food to plastic bottles and 
paper cups. Over 100 staff 
worked around the clock at 
the event to keep the arena 
clean while surrounding 
areas were tidied through 
the night. 

The Council has recently 
placed 160 new recycling 
bins on major routes 
around Hackney Marshes 
and near the Olympic Park. 

Waste which could 
not be recycled was taken 
to Edmonton and used 
to generate electricity 
for London.

66 Minutes in Damascus 


Shoreditch Town Hall, 380 Old Street, EC1V 9LT 


LONDON audiences were dragged, quite 
literally, one step closer to the violent 
crisis in Syria this month with a theatre 
production that recreated some of the 
darker circumstances now gripping 
the country. 

Commissioned by London International 
Festival of Theatre, ‘66 Minutes in 
Damascus’ is the work of Lebanese 
film-maker and theatre director Lucien 
Bourjeily, acclaimed for bringing 
improvisation theatre to the streets of 
Beirut during the political turmoil of 
2008. Bourjeily has followed on from this 
practice with a hyper-real production that 
sees participants drawn into a simulated 
hostage crisis at the hands of the 
notorious Syrian secret service. 


The work was inspired by accounts of 
Syrian detention centres from former 
detainees, documented by foreign 
journalists and local activists since 
the beginning of the uprising almost 
1 8 months ago. 

Complete with hoods, dark cells and hand- 
cuffed interrogations, ’66 Minutes’ gives a 
glimpse into the conditions experienced by 
activists, political prisoners and arbitrary 
victims of the regime crackdown. 

The striking set in the remarkably grim 
bowels of Shoreditch Town Hall, alongside 
seamless performances and a gritty script 
provide a vivid, if fleeting, reminder of the 
brutal realities which persist behind the 
media headlines.

Tackling youth unemployment

UNEMPLOYMENT is a massive problem across England, 
and in Hackney, especially for the youths who have 
worked their way through school with expectations 
of a job. 

I spoke to a woman who has her own business and works 
with youths in the borough. I asked her what she expects 
from young teens seeking work. 

She said: “I know there are many teens unemployed and I 
do feel sorry for them. However, although they think they are 
trying, they need to be trying in all angles - just because you 
are going to an interview, it doesn’t mean you are showing 
the employer your abilities or skills for the job. 

“What I’d expect firstly, is that they have a good reference, 
so I’d know straight away if they are good academically. 
Secondly, I’d look at how they’ve portrayed themselves 
to me, whether they’re dressed smartly, trying to ask 
questions about what is required of them for the type of 
job on otter, if they are optimistic and bright, and how they 
speak. I’d expect them to speak formally to me, and in 
a respectful manner.” 

As a teenager myself who is at risk of becoming one of these 
statistics, we need to do our all to bring the unemployment 
statistics down. To do this we need to think about what we 
can change in order to get employed. Here is a to do list of 
five things which can help in a massive way: 

1 . Come to an interview dressed smartly 

2. Have a good CV with no spelling mistakes 

3. Speak to the employer formally, with respect, and 
presentable body language 

4. Be organised and have what you need for the employer 

5. Know a little bit about the business already.

Healthy living review findings 

WIDENING the use of Olympic facilities after London 201 2 
is one of the key recommendations of a review to boost 
healthy living in the borough. 

The Living in Hackney Scrutiny Commission, which is made 
up of councillors from all political parties, praised several 
examples of health improvement work by organisations 
including the NHS, Council and leisure provider GLL. 

The report, and the Executive response to it, was subject to 
a debate at Full Council which highlighted the actions the 
Council was taking to address some of the issues the report 
considered, such as obesity levels and sports facility usage. 
It recommended increased use of schools for community 
activities, better partnership working between local sports 
clubs and the Council, and wider promotion about the 
health benefits of physical activity. 

The commission is also currently investigating how 
residents will be able to use Olympic Park facilities - 
such as the velodrome cycling track - when they are 
opened for public use in 201 3. 

Cllr Clayeon McKenzie, Chair of the Living in Hackney 
Scrutiny Commission, said: “The Olympics offers a key 
opportunity to help local people increase their physical 
activity, and to support better participation in sports. 

“There are lots of fantastic activities already taking place 
and we want to see opportunities in Hackney taken to the 
next level.”

O NE of the most 
physically 
demanding events 
in the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games 
is rowing, requiring 
incredible strength 
and stamina. 

It could be said to be both 
the oldest and newest sport 
included in the Games, with 
men’s rowing scheduled for 
the 1896 Athens summer 
games - the first modern 
Olympics - although the 
races had to be cancelled 
due to bad weather. The 
women’s competition was 
introduced at the Montreal 
Games in 1976, and 
Paralympic rowing first 
featured at Beijing in 2008. 

There is a long and 
proud tradition of rowing 
in Hackney, thanks to the 
proximity of the Lea 
River, upon which at 
least 12 rowing clubs 
existed before 1881. 

Many of them were 
short-lived; by 1899 
at least 22 had 
been set up, then 
dissolved. However, 
there were still 39 
active clubs, of which 
20 were amateur, and 19 
tradesmen’s clubs. 

Possibly the earliest 
founded club, and seemingly 
the most proficient, was the 
Albion, whose reputation 
was so formidable that 
during an 1880 regatta 
there were no challengers 
against them in the Senior 
Fours races. 

Processions of boats 
marked the opening and 
closing of the Lea River 
rowing seasons - with 
amateur races held 
between May and July, and 
tradesmen’s competitions 
on three days in July or 
August over a slightly 
shorter course. 

From 1863 until 1880, 
a popular annual summer 
regatta was held each 
August - with many 
riverside businesses such 
as ferries, public houses, 
pleasure boat and punt hire 
companies relying heavily 
upon the seasonal income 
generated by river users 
and spectators. 


Spring Hill has always 
been an important location 
for rowing and from the 
1880s onwards it housed 
Verdon’s boathouse, which 
was used by eight clubs. 
This continued through 


the 1950s- when 
Tyrrell’s boathouse 
was the base for 
the North London 
Amateur Rowing 
Association - to 
today. It is now 


home to the Lea 
Rowing Club, formed 
in 1980 through an 
amalgamation of the 
last five clubs using 
the Spring Hill site. 
The Lea runs through 


the Olympic Park, although 
the 2012 Games’ rowing 
will take place at Eton 
Dorney in Buckinghamshire. 

However, there is a 
connection between Eton 
Dorney and Hackney. 
Dorney Lake was developed 
- and is owned by - nearby 
Eton College, and it was 
Old Etonians who were 
instrumental founding 
the Eton Mission 
Rowing Club in 
i 1895, now based 
on the Hackney 
Cut, off the 
Lea River. 

One former 
Eton Mission 
rower was Henry 
Allingham, who prior 
to his death in 2009 was 
the oldest living man in 
the world. He returned to 
celebrate his 113th birthday 
at the club that year. Henry 
was born near the Lea River 
in Harrington Hill in 1896 
and rowed with the club 
from 1909 to 1914 before 
he left to fight in the First 
World War. He returned 
to row again between 
1919 and 1922. He said: 

“I thought I couldn’t row 
properly and I learned to 
row here and got better and 
better. I got a lot of pleasure 
out of rowing and just 
watching people rowing.” 

No doubt many people 
will be inspired to take 
up rowing following the 
excitement of the Games 
and the gently flowing Lea is 
a perfect place to start. 

Rowing can be enjoyed by 
young and old, whatever the 
weather - though it can’t be 
relied upon to guarantee as 
long a life as that enjoyed by 
Henry Allingham.

The Mayor and Councillors

Ingredients 

•6 queen scallops 

•1 red pepper; de-seeded, grilled and peeled 

• 2 yellow and 2 red cherry tomatoes (quartered) 
•1 pearl onion diced 

• 2 tablespoons rice vinegar 

• Half teaspoon paprika 

• 1 clove of garlic 

• 1 teaspoon of butter 
•2 tablespoons of olive oil 

• 1 red chilli, de-seeded and diced 
•Half a lemon 

•1 tablespoon of chopped parsley. 

Method 

• For the romanesco - blend the red pepper, 
garlic and paprika together with a squeeze of 
lemon juice and add salt and pepper to taste 

• For the salsa - mix the cherry tomatoes, onion ,

rice vinegar, olive oil and half the chilli and 
parsley in a bowl and add salt and pepper 
to taste 

•To cook the scallops - if you don't like the 
roe, pull it off, otherwise just season the 
scallops lightly 

• Heat a frying pan until hot, carefully add a 
little of the olive oil and then the scallops 

•As soon as the scallops start to brown add 
the butter, and when the butter melts and 
foams, take a spatula and flip the scallops 
•Add the rest of the lemon juice and sear till 
they are crispy. Be careful not to overcook 
(max 1 min on each side) 

• Place the scallops on a cloth while you get 
the plate ready.

THE Council invited 
residents and businesses to 
have their say on new 
parking changes in Manor 
Road, Listria Park and 
Martaban Road. The 
proposed design would see 
the extension of Controlled 
Parking Zone extension E. 

The consultation took 
place between March and 
April this year and received 
more than 147 responses. 
The Council analysed the 
opinion of respondents 
living or working in each 
road and as a result the 
following changes will be 
enforced:

A majority of residents 
(53 per cent) were in 
support of parking controls 
to be introduced in Listria 
Park and as a result the 
Council will introduce 
parking controls on Listria 
Park as part of the adjacent 
Zone E extension. 

Martaban Road will also 
be included in the Zone E 
extension to ensure that 
residents are not impacted 
by the new controls being 
implemented in Listria Park. 

The Council would like to 
thank all those who 
returned their questionnaire, 
or contacted the Council 
throughout the 
consultation. 

A letter has been sent out 
to all residents and 
businesses in the affected 


area which provide a 
summary of the consultation 
results and the Council’s 
final recommendation for 
the design of the new 
parking restrictions in 
residents’ roads. 

From 23 July residents 
and businesses will be able 
to purchase a Zone E 
extension permit. 
Enforcement will begin on 
13 August when parking 
restrictions will go live.

Important information about temporary 
changes to traffic management in Hackney 

The London Organising Committee of the Olympic and Paralympic Games (LOCOG) has 
worked with Hackney Council to put traffic and parking plans in place, which prioritises 
parking for local businesses and residents and manages the increase in traffic. 


Access to Homerton Road - restrictions 


• LOCOG is restricting traffic through Homerton Road from its junction 
with Lee Conservancy Road to the junction with Ruckholt Road during 
the Games - 23 July - 1 2 August and 28 August - 9 September from 
6am to midnight. 

• A vehicle permit checkpoint will be installed and enforced by LOCOG 

at the junction of Homerton Road and Lee Conservancy Road to prevent 
through traffic from entering and using Homerton Road. 

• Buses [308, W1 5, N26], taxis, cyclists, pedestrians and permit holders 
will be able to use this section of the road. 

• LOCOG is doing this to prevent severe delays and queues building up 
from the traffic lights at Ruckholt Road. 


The Olympic and Paralympic Route 
Network and Games Lanes 

The Olympic Route Network (ORN) 
and Paralympic Route Network (PRN) 
are the network of roads connecting 
venues, accommodation and transport 
hubs across London and will operate 
from shortly before to shortly after each 
Games. There will be some changes, 
like restricted turns, on the ORN/PRN 
to ensure reliable journey times for 
athletes, officials and media. 

While the ORN/PRN is in operation, 
drivers may find that their usual route 
is not available. Some sections of the 
ORN will have designated Games 
Lanes, which will be for official Games 
accredited vehicles only. Games Lanes 


become enforceable on 25 July and 
will typically be in operation between 
6am and midnight, though this will 
vary in some cases (check the times of 
operation on the roadside signs). 

Temporary road changes for the 
Olympic Route Network (ORN) 

There will also be no right turn for any 
motor vehicle into Homerton Road 
from Ruckholt Road (it will still be open 
to bicycles and pedestrians, though 
cyclists will need to dismount). 

• The restriction will operate 24 hours 
from 23 July - 1 2 August 201 2 and 
28 August - 9 September 201 2 

• Diversion signs will advise you of 
an alternative route.
